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1 . SUMMARY: SENEGALESE BELIEVE THAT LOS NEGOTIATIONS 
REPRESENT "CLASSIC OPPOSITION” BETWEEN DEVELOPED AND 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, BUT TAKE VIEW THAT AFRICA HAS ALREADY 
SUCCEEDED IN HAVING MANY OF ITS IDEAS ACCEPTED IN LOS 
TERMINOLOGY AND WHAT WILL MATTER DURING UPCOMING SESSION 
IS "POLITICAL WILL" OF PARTICIPATING COUNTRIES TO REACH 
SOLUTION WHICH COULD PRESAGE NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC 
ORDER AND FACILITATE NEEDED REMEDY FOR DEPLETION OF LAND 
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RESOURCES. AS PRESIDENT OF GROUP OF 77 AT LOS 

SESSION, "SENEGAL IS MORE INTERESTED THAN ANY OTHER COUNTRY" 

(IN POSITIVE OUTCOME). END SUMMARY. 

2. IN RESPONSE REFTEL A, EMBASSY IS POUCHING TO DEPARTMENT 
AND GENEVA ARTICLE ON SEVENTH SESSION BASED ON INTERVIEW 
WITH DOUDOU DIOP, DIRECTOR OF LEGAL AFFAIRS IN 
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SENEGALESE FOREIGN MINISTRY AND MEMBER OF SENEGAL'S 
LOS DELEGATION, WHICH APPEARED IN SEMI-OFFICIAL DAKAR 
DAILY LE SOLF.TL MARCH 17. LOOKING FORWARD TO GROUP 
OF 77 PREPARATORY MEETING IN GENEVA CHAIRED BY SENEGAL 
(REF B AND PREVIOUS), ARTICLE TOOK AS ITS PREMISE THAT 
"IDEA OF LOS BRINGS TO MIND, ABOVE ALL, ...THE CLASSIC 
OPPSOTION OF INTERESTS BETWEEN POOR AND RICH COUNTRIES." 

3. AMONG REMAINING "STUMBLING BLOCKS," ARTICLE CITED 
EXCLUSIVE ECONOMIC ZONE WHERE "GREAT POWERS" SEEK 
"LIBERAL REGIME" WHILE THIRD WORLD SEEKS "TOTAL 
POSSESSION OF LIVING AND NON-LIVING RICHES CONTAINED 
IN THAT ZONE." SECOND MAJOR "DIVERGENCE" WAS OVER 
"PARALLEL SYSTEM" FOR SEABED EXPLOITATION "ADVANCED 
BY THE RICH COUNTRIES, WHICH OFFERS POSSIBILITY FOR 
PRIVATE MULTINATIONALS TO EXPLOIT RICHES OF INTER- 
NATIONAL ZONE SIMULTANEOUSLY WITH INTERNATIONAL 
ENTERPRISE;" LDCS HAD AGREED TO ACCEPT SYSTEM 

ON CONDITION (1) THAT POOR COUNTRIES HAVE AT THEIR 
DISPOSAL UP-TO-DATE TECHNOLOGY CAPABLE OF SATISFYING 
THEIR NEEDS AND (2) THEY ALSO HAVE ADEQUATE FINANCIAL 
CAPITAL AT THEIR DISPOSAL. TURNING TO DEMANDS OF 
LAND-LOCKED COUNTRIES (MENTIONING MALI AND UPPER VOLTA 
AS WELL AS EUROPEAN STATES), ARTICLE INDICATED THAT 
COASTAL COUNTRIES HAD RESPONDED THAT THERE WAS NO 
QUESTION OF SHARING ALL RESOURCES, BUT ONLY THE "SURPLUS" 
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AND BY WAY OF AGREEMENT. "IT IS EVIDENT THAT THE 
CLARIFICATION OF THIS NOTION OF "SURPLUS" WILL BE THE 
OCCASION FOR VERY HEATED DISCUSSIONS." 

4. ACCORDING ARTICLE, DIOP COMMENTED THAT DIFFICULTY 
OF LOS NEGOTIATIONS WAS INCREASED BY PROLIFERATION OF 
"GROUPS OF COUNTRIES FOLLOWING THEIR INTERESTS OF THE 
MOMENT. OFTEN IN RELEGATION OF CERTAIN IDEOLOGICAL 
CLEAVAGES. AFRICA. HOWEVER, WILL NOT SERVE AS THE 
SETTING." ARTICLE NOTED THAT AFRICA WAS ONLY ECONOMIC 
AREA TO BENEFIT FROM COMMON DECLARATION (AT OAU IN 1973) 
AND SUGGESTED AFRICANS COULD CLAIM PATERNITY OF CONCEPTS 
NOW ACCEPTED IN LAW OF SEA TERMINOLOGY SUCH AS EXCLUSIVE 
ECONOMIC ZONE. ALL THE TECHNICAL FACTORS HAD COME 
TOGETHER FOR POSITIVE ACCORDS, BUT WHAT RISKED FAILURE 
WAS THE "POLITICAL WILL" OF PARTICIPATING STATES. 

ARTICLE EMPHASIZED THAT "SENEGAL IS INTERESTED MORE THAN 
ANY COUNTRY," CONCLUDING THAT CONFERENCE'S IMPORTANCE 
WAS "DOUBLY EVIDENT" SINCE LAW OF SEA PRESAGED NEW 
INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER BLENDING PREOCCUPATIONS OF 
NORTH-SOUTH DIALOGUE AND UNCTAD AND SINCE SEA APPEARED 
AS POSSIBLE REMEDY FOR DEPLETION OF TERRESTRIAL RESOURCES.

5. COMMENT: ARTICLE REFLECTS SENEGALESE FEELING 
SINCE LAST SESSION THAT THEY AND LDC'S IN GENERAL HAVE

IMPERATIVE NOW TO REACH MUTUALLY ACCEPTABLE COMPROMISES
